Lockview high school in 
Fall River was locked 
down yesterday after a 
threat of gun violence. 

One girl, who isn’t a stu¬ 
dent there, reportedly 
threatened two female stu¬ 
dents that she was going 
to shoot them at their 
school. 

“It was the school that 
alerted the RCMP,” said 
Shaune MacKinlay, spokes¬ 
woman for the Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board. “The 
initial call came from a 
parent through the 
school.” 

When RCMP arrived just 
after 11 a.m., they shut 
down the driveway, said 


RCMP Cpl. Joe Taplin. 

“We had officers in the 
school who located the 
two females who were 
threatened and took them 
into police protective cus¬ 
tody,” he said yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. “They’ll remain 
with us until we turn 
them over to their family.” 

Police know the identity 
of the suspect, but they 
were still looking for the 
16-year-old girl yesterday. 

“We have to treat this se¬ 
riously until we can prove 
otherwise. We’re trying to 
determine if she has access 


to a firearm,” Taplin said. 
“Right now, we’re still ac¬ 
tively looking for the 16- 
year-old female who made 
the threat towards these 
two individuals.” 

When officials learned 
of the situation, the school 
was put into a “secure po¬ 
sition,” MacKinlay said. 

“Shortly before the bell 
rang for lunch, they asked 
students to remain in their 
classrooms and any stu¬ 
dents in the hallways were 
told to report to a class¬ 
room or the cafeteria,” she 
said. 


Students who happened 
to be outside the building 
when the lockdown oc¬ 
curred were kept outside 
by the RCMP. The school 
was locked down for about 
25 minutes before the risk 
was considered minimal. 

Students responded very 
well to the announce¬ 
ment, MacKinlay said, 
probably because of so 
many emergency drills. 

“They understood it was 
the kind of announcement 
to be taken seriously and 
they did what they were 
supposed to do.” 

The school day returned 
to normal, and parents 
were notified of the inci¬ 
dent by a school messen¬ 
ger system that sends out 
voicemails to all the par¬ 
ents.

Sunken barge leaking oil into ocean

A barge sitting on the 
ocean floor off the coast of 
Yarmouth is slowly 
leaking diesel, Envir¬ 
onment Canada officials 
say. 

Officials say about 3A litres 
of diesel have seeped to the 
surface, forming a thin 1.6- 
kilometre by 15-metre sheen 
near where the Shovelmas- 
ter went down in rough seas 
Saturday. 

Roger Percy, Environ¬ 
ment Canada’s manager of 
environmental emergen¬ 
cies, said it’s unknown how 
much fuel is leaking. 

“I don’t want to downplay 
anything, but certainly I 
don’t think it’s a major inci¬ 
dent,” Percy said. “It’s a very 
light oil that disperses veiy 


readily.” 

The dredging barge, 
owned by J.D. Irving, was 
carrying 70,000 litres of 
diesel and some hydraulic 
oil when it sank 80 kilome¬ 
tres southeast of Yarmouth. 

The vessel was under tow 
from Saint John to Halifax 
on Wednesday when it en¬ 
countered severe weather. 
Three crew members had to 
be rescued by helicopter. A 
decision was made to cut 
the towing line and the ves¬ 
sel capsized. Three days lat¬ 
er, the barge began to sink 
despite continued attempts 
to tow it. 

Yesterday, officials from 
Environment Canada, the 
Canadian Coast Guard and 
Transport Canada met to 
decide next steps. 

Government aircraft will 
monitor the waters for 
wildlife and any further 


spillage for the rest of the 
week. 

The Department of Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans issued a 
safety advisory on the first 
day of lobster season ask¬ 
ing fishers to steer clear of 
the area where the vessel 
sank. 

Joe LeClair, environmen¬ 
tal response supervisor for 
the Canadian Coast Guard, 
said the barge owners are 
looking into various recov¬ 
ery scenarios, which could 
include removing the 600- 
tonne barge, taking out the 
oil or plugging any holes. So 
far, no options have been 
ruled out. 

Transport Canada is in¬ 
vestigating and has yet to 
determine whether the 
barge owners violated pol¬ 
lution laws under the Cana¬ 
da Shipping Act and Regula¬ 
tions.

Atlantic Canadians are 
still willing to make big 
purchases even in uncer¬ 
tain economic times. 

A consumer confidence 
survey shows Atlantic 
Canadians are more opti¬ 
mistic than the rest of the 
country. 

Consumer confidence 
levels in the country are 
at a decade low. 

These kinds of numbers 
haven’t been seen since 
the recession in the early 
1990s, an economist says. 

“Right now, we’re at a 
level that’s quite similar 


to the one we saw in the 
early ’90s. In fact, we’re 
within a per cent or two 
either way,” said Todd 
Crawford, economist at 
the Conference Board of 
Canada. 

Ours is the only region 
showing a slight increase 
in consumer confidence. 


The monthly survey 
asked four questions: Two 
related to the respon¬ 
dents’ financial situation, 
one to future employ¬ 
ment in the community, 
and if now is a good time 
to make a major pur¬ 
chase. 

“We see a lot of people 


in Atlantic Canada think 
things will stay the same 
six months from now, so 
they don’t see things get¬ 
ting worse.” 

This region typically an¬ 
swers these questions dif¬ 
ferently than the rest of 
the country, Crawford 
said. And Atlantic Canada 
hasn’t been hit as hard as 
Ontario in the manufac¬ 
turing sector, or as hard 
as western provinces with 
commodity prices. 

“Obviously, Atlantic 
Canada has been strug¬ 
gling as well, but not to 
the degree where central 
Canada is, where confi¬ 
dence is at extremely low 
levels.” 


Low confidence levels 
aren’t an indicator of re¬ 
cession, but it shows the 
economy is struggling. 
Crawford said it means 
this is something that 
needs to be watched care¬ 
fully, especially if it con¬ 
tinues to dip.

Kevin Megeney of Stellarton 
on March 6, 2007 when, ac¬ 
cording to news reports, a 


single shot was fired from 
Wilcox’s 9mm army-issued 
handgun while the two 
were alone in tent at Kanda¬ 
har Airfield. 

During court-martial 
proceedings Monday at the 
Victoria Park armoury in 
Sydney, military judge 
Commander Peter Lamont 
set dates in January, Febru¬ 
ary and May for a number 
of pre-trial applications 
and June 1 for the start of 
the trial before a military 
panel.

Changes coming after 1,500-vehicle jam 

Transportation Ministry plans to buy signs and hire emergency crew co-ordinator

After 1,500 vehicles were 
stranded on a highway 
overnight last week, the 
government is determined 
to keep such an embar¬ 
rassing incident from hap¬ 
pening again. 

Many questions came out 


of the traffic jam on the 
104. Drivers wondered why 
they were still being al¬ 
lowed on the highway after 
the jam had started; fire¬ 
fighters wondered why they 
were never called to help. 

The government is plan¬ 
ning a series of moves to fix 
those problems, including 
buying electronic signs 
along the highway to up¬ 


date drivers, and hiring 
someone to co-ordinate 
emergency crews. 

“The signs could be sever¬ 
al hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars. But if I learned one 
thing since last Wednesday, 
it’s that it’s incumbent up¬ 
on us as the government 
and myself as minister to do 
whatever it takes to make it 
as safe as possible,” said 


Transportation Minister 
Murray Scott. 

The changes come after a 
two-hour meeting held be¬ 
tween government agents, 
RCMP, the Emergency Man¬ 
agement Office and others. 

Scott already appointed 
Bruce Langille as interim 
emergency co-ordinator Fri¬ 
day. Langille got an immedi¬ 
ate test when another 


storm hit Saturday. That 
day, Highway 104 was 
closed for close to 12 hours. 

“It was absolutely the 
right decision. It was bliz¬ 
zard conditions and it was 
unsafe to drive through,” 
said Scott. “The difference 
with this weekend was 
there was actually someone 
on site, on the ground to co¬ 
ordinate it.” 


Costs

Bill to stiffen penalties for 
drunk driving likely on hold 


driving Nova Scotia is set to 
see tougher punishments 
for drinking and driving, 
but they likely won’t take 
effect until after the Christ¬ 
mas season. 

Currently drivers face 
charges if they drive with a 
blood alcohol level above 
.08, but face a 24-hour susp¬ 
ension between .05 and .08. 

Now the government 
wants to extend the suspen¬ 
sion to seven days on a first 
offence, 15 for a second and 
30 for a third. Drivers must 
also pay a licence reinstate¬ 
ment fee of $85.40. 

“Impaired driving took 
the lives of 32 Nova Sco¬ 
tians in 2007,” said Trans¬ 
portation Minister Murray 
Scott. “We know that driv¬ 
ing at even a lower level of 
impairment poses signifi¬ 
cant risks.” 


Halifax Regional Police 
Chief Frank Beazley said 
186 suspensions were given 
out last year. People can 
reach a .05 blood alcohol 
level with as little as two or 
three drinks. Beazley sug¬ 
gested a driver have no 
more than one drink. 

The NDP and Liberals are 
likely to support the legisla¬ 
tion, but they said there’s al¬ 
most no chance of it going 
through in this sitting of 
the house, which is expect¬ 
ed to end as early as today. 

NDP MLA Howard Ep¬ 
stein criticized the govern¬ 
ment for not introducing 
the bill earlier. 

“At first blush, it has my 
endorsement.

Johnson is a self-pro- 
claimed sex addict with a 
histoiy of alcohol and sub¬ 
stance abuse. His criminal 
histoiy dates back to his 20s 
and includes stalking, ab¬ 
duction attempts, the rape 
of his girlfriend and public 
masturbation. 

The board said Johnson 
has been considered a susp¬ 
ect in several murder cases, 
although he hasn’t been 
charged in any.

“Funds have gone to oth¬ 
er cities and even other 
provinces because we 
haven’t been responsive 
enough to move on projects 
that ultimately have been 
approved,” said Whalen. 

HRMbyDesign had largely 
been supported by the busi¬ 
ness community but op¬ 
posed by heritage advocates 
for its restrictions and time¬ 
lines on appeals and public 
hearings. 

NDP MLA Epstein, the 
lone dissenter, seized on 
those concerns and deliv¬ 
ered an impassioned speech 
against the bill, saying it 
hurt the democratic 
process. 

“What this bill does is it 
invents some extraordinary 
land-use planning law tools 
that are designed to mini¬ 
mize public input and to 
undercut, in my view, the 
democratic participation by 
all citizens. And it’s wrong,” 
said Epstein. 

HRMbyDesign will now 
be sent back to Halifax Re¬ 
gional Council, which will 
need to vote for it one final 
time for it to come into ac¬ 
tion.

Poverty isn’t good for your 
health. 

A recent report shows 
impoverished people are 
in poorer health and there¬ 
fore need more time in the 
hospital. 

The Canadian Institute 
for Health Information 
picked 21 health indica¬ 
tors — like low birth 
weights and influenza im¬ 
munization rates in sen¬ 
iors — to examine the 
health of people in 15 
Canadian cities. 

Gaynor Watson-Creed, 
medical officer of health 
for the Capital District 
Health Authority, said Hali¬ 
fax is on par with every 
other city when it comes to 
poverty’s effects on the 
health of its citizens. 

“For Halifax, just like the 
other cities, what it shows 
is that when you see low 
socio-economic status in 
our city, you also see worse 
health,” she said in a 


phone interview yesterday. 

Diabetes, smoking, obe¬ 
sity and cardiovascular 
conditions all are more 
prevalent in poor people. 

“The report is really 
highlighting there is a gap 
there between the health 
that is experienced by peo¬ 
ple in poverty and the 


health that’s experienced 
with people in relative af¬ 
fluence. The question is, 
how do we close that gap?” 

Impoverished people of¬ 
ten don’t eat as well, don’t 
access a family doctor as 
often and are less educat¬ 
ed, but even those reasons 
don’t fully explain why 


| poor people are also worse 
\ off health-wise. 

| “I think it’s more com- 
| plicated than that and I 
o think the report is high- 
! lighting that we need to 
§ examine that deeper,” Wat¬ 
son-Creed said. 

Halifax in particular has 
high hospitalization rates 
for children with asthma. 
And impoverished chil¬ 
dren are in the hospital for 
asthma about twice as 
much as children in a high¬ 
er socio-economic status. 

“Not only do we have 
high rates of asthma, but 
we see much worse rates 
of asthma in children liv¬ 
ing in poverty,” she said. 

Now that they have the 
detailed health analysis of 
this report, they can bring 
the research to discussions 
on reducing poverty in 
Halifax, Watson-Creed 
said. 

“I think the opportunity 
is to bring this new data 
and whatever else public 
health data we can to 
those tables to help further 
those conversations.”

Charities press on in tough times 


HRM braces for financial crisis

economy Halifax is getting 
its books in order to deal 
with the world economic 
crisis. 

City staff will present a 
report to council tonight 
outlining potential impacts 
of the financial crunch. 

Staff point out that prop¬ 
erty and deed-transfer taxes 
are some of the city’s main 
sources of revenue, and if 
properties lose their value, 
that’s less cash for the city. 

But there’s hope a pre¬ 
dicted 3.9 per cent drop in 
homes sold could be offset 
by a predicted 3.1 per cent 
jump, according to the 
Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. 

“We’ve got the price of 


oil going down, so we’re 
saving some money there,” 
said Paul Fleming, HRM’s 
manager of budget and fi¬ 
nancial analysis. 

While he said there’s no 
prediction of a deficit for 
this budget year, it’s hard to 
say what will happen three 
years from now. 

Like many other pension 
plans, Fleming said the 
city’s pension fund is also 
being closely monitored. 

Under proposed govern¬ 
ment solvency rules, em¬ 
ployees and the city may 
have to contribute more. 

“It would require us to 
put in a huge amount of 
money or cut our benefits,” 
Fleming said. “That strikes 
me as not veiy sensible.” 

The city has been lobby¬ 
ing the province to be ex¬ 
empt from the rules.

The executive director of 
Alice Housing, a charitable 
organization that provides 
housing for women leaving 
abusive situations, says 
things aren’t as busy as 
they usually are this time 
of year. 

“Christmas is a month 
away and we haven’t seen 
it start yet,” Bernard said. 
“We haven’t had the phone 
ringing and people drop¬ 
ping off financial dona¬ 
tions.” 

She blames much of it on 
the economic downturn, 
saying people aren’t as will¬ 
ing to donate their money. 

But not all charities are 
having that problem. Rox¬ 
anne Robinson, executive 
director for mainland Nova 
Scotia Christmas Daddies, 
is optimistic about this 
year’s telethon. 

Donations have gone up 
by about $270,000 from 
2004. Robinson says the 
success is because the 
show has been going for 


so long and is steeped in 
tradition. 

She says giving is espe¬ 
cially important this year. 

“Maritimers are gener¬ 
ous, and they always step 
up when others are in need 


of help,” Robinson said. 
“This is no time to be shy.” 

Bernard says with the 
economic outlook as bleak 
as it is, there are a lot of 
people who will need help. 
Many are going to be out of 


work, and this creates ten¬ 
sion in some homes. Peo¬ 
ple will need a helping 
hand more than ever, 
which increases the de¬ 
mand for charitable organi¬ 
zations.

No time for left or right 

Harper giving up ideology for pragmatism

he Conservatives 
won the election. 
But it’s no time to 
be a conservative. 
Two overriding be¬ 
liefs tend to propel conser¬ 
vatives. One is ffee-market 
economics. The other is the 
militaiy solution. Both are 
in disrepute. 

On the economic side, all 
you see these days are head¬ 
lines like We’re All Keyne¬ 
sians Now. Roosevelt-styled 
New Deals are the talk of 
the world. Deregulation 
run amok is blamed for the 
global crisis. 


The Great Depression 
spurred a rise of liberalism 
on this continent that last¬ 
ed two decades. Conserva¬ 
tives can only hope there is 
no repeat now. 

Their recent record on 
war as well as economics is 
hardly auspicious. There is 
little or no progress in 
Afghanistan. In Iraq there’s 
progress — but with almost 
5,000 Americans dead, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Iraqis 
dead, the American treasuiy 
blown, and the country's 
reputation disparaged, the 
Republican Party has been 
pummelled. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper no longer supports 
the Iraq war and he plans to 
withdraw Canadian forces 
from Afghanistan by 2011. 

It is the inflexible, ideologi¬ 
cal leader who digs in his 
dogmatic heels. On neither 
war nor the economy is our 
prime minister doing that. 


(Harper) senses the 
times are tilting in 
his unpreferred 
direction and he is 
not about to get 
caught behind the 
curve. 

At a conference on the 
weekend in Peru, he talked 
about how he has had to 
move with reluctance from 
being a deficit hawk to a 
Keynesian spender who 
will now run up deficits. 

At the University of Al¬ 
berta, he studied economic 
history and gained a knowl¬ 
edge of the depression-era 
blunders of R. B. Bennett 
here and Herbert Hoover in 
the United States. 

Instead of being prag¬ 
matic, they clung to con¬ 
servative old-time religion 
and insisted on balancing 


the books. 

These are mistakes, Mr. 
Harper said, which cannot 
be repeated today. 

He senses the times are 
tilting in his unpreferred 
direction and he is not 
about to get caught behind 
the curve. 

The conservatism south 
of the border went too far, 
just as liberalism did a cou¬ 
ple decades earlier when 
welfare-state enthusiasts 
brought about stagflation 
and other blights. Ideology 
breeds excess. Go back far¬ 
ther to find communism 
on one side, fascism on the 
other. 

Maybe some day the les¬ 
son of history will be 
learned: That whether it be 
of the left or right, ideolo¬ 
gy is ruinous.

Last year, there were ap¬ 
proximately 82,000 regis¬ 
tered charities in Canada 
and more than 1.8 million 
in the United States, ac¬ 
cording to the Canadian 
Revenue Agency and the 
American Institute of Phi¬ 
lanthropy. 

Meanwhile, mega gifts 
from Warren Buffett ($30 
billion US) and Bill and 
Melinda Gates (approxi¬ 
mately $20 billion since 
1999) were said to be lead¬ 
ing us into a second golden 
age of philanthropy, and 
many felt that there was 
never a more urgent time 
to engage philanthropic re¬ 
sources to try to solve is¬ 
sues affecting our world. 

Yet only one year later, 
we are faced with tremen¬ 
dous financial upheaval 
that is seeing much of the 


wealth accumulated in the 
recent past jeopardized or 
lost. 

As a philanthropy con¬ 
sultant, I work with both 
charities and philanthro¬ 
pists and have an inside 
view on how clients are 
navigating these times: 
Charities as they campaign 
for donations and philan¬ 
thropists as they seek to 
fund the right projects. 

Last week, a philanthro¬ 
pist was voicing her con¬ 
cern that people were go¬ 
ing to be less generous, at 
a time when charities need 
more contributions than 
ever to support communi¬ 
ties in need. She has com¬ 
mitted to give as much as 
possible this year and she 
plans to encourage her 
peers to do the same. 

Meanwhile, fourth-year 


commerce students in my 
philanthropy course at Mc- 
Master’s De Groote School 
of Business in Hamilton, 
Ont., are as passionate 
about philanthropy — and 
wisely distributing the 
$20,000 donated by Doris 
Buffett (Warren Buffett’s 
sister), Michael Lee Chin, 
Bob Levis and Jeff Wheeler 
for them to give to a local 
charity — as they are 
about analyzing the mar¬ 
kets. 

So despite financial tur¬ 
moil and insecurity, on a 
recent walk, I was over¬ 
come with gratitude for 
the freedoms and prosperi¬ 
ty in our society. 

Indeed, a peer through a 
global lens certainly un¬ 
derscores the privilege we 
experience in Canada, for 
example, to live without 


the threat of war tearing 
apart our families and 
communities. 

This perspective shows 
me that there are hundreds 
of instances where I can 
lend a hand to others expe¬ 
riencing difficulties that far 
outweigh my own. Today, 
regardless of the financial 
uncertainty swirling 

around, my goal is to give as 
much as ever. 

As we head into the holi¬ 
day season, remember that 
compassion and generosity 
are blueprints for civil soci¬ 
ety, and philanthropic 
charitable works are the 
building blocks. 

Don’t let this month 
pass without taking a char¬ 
itable action that makes 
you feel grateful and 
proud. In the spirit of true 
generosity, all gifts are big 
gifts.

Citi bailout keeps 
BCE buyout alive 


With the dock ticking to¬ 
ward a Dec. 11 dosing 
deadline, the $52-billion 
US buyout of BCE Inc. ap¬ 
peared to dodge yet 
another bullet this week 
after Washington moved 
to bail out Citigroup Inc., 
the deal’s biggest financial 
backer. 

Shares of BCE soared 
nearly 10 per cent, or 
$3.39, to $37.94 yesterday 
on the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change after the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment said a day earlier 
that it would shield Citi¬ 
group from hundreds of 
billions in losses from tox¬ 
ic assets by injecting $20 
billion US of capital into 
the bank. 

Investors in the Canadi¬ 
an phone giant had be¬ 
come concerned about the 
deal’s chances last week as 


the spectre of bankruptcy 
was raised at Citigroup. 

Such an outcome could 
put in jeopardy the bank’s 
commitment to funding 
the $42.75-per-share take¬ 
over of BCE by the Ontario 
Teachers’ Pension Plan. 

Citibank is estimated to 
be contributing between 
$11 billion and $13 billion 
of the deal’s $32 billion in fi¬ 
nancing.

Distance learning on the rise 

More grads, mature students looking to brush up on skills while working full-time

When job prospects darken, people often return to school to develop new skills — and distance learning is a popular way to do just that, experts say.

Bad times in the economy 
may mean good times for 
continuing education, es¬ 
pecially in distance-learn¬ 
ing programs. 

More graduates and ma¬ 
ture students are turning 
to distance-learning cours¬ 
es in lieu of the classroom 
as a way to brush up on 
their skills while working 
or tending to a family full¬ 
time. 

Some institutions have 
seen significant growth: 
Memorial University of 
Newfoundland, for exam¬ 
ple, reported an overall 
13.1 per cent increase in 
collective distance-educa¬ 
tion registrations since 
2007. 

That’s not much of a 
surprise to John O’Brien, 
manager of media rela¬ 
tions at Athabasca Univer¬ 
sity, a school that has 
made distance learning its 
stock in trade since 1970. 
When job prospects dark¬ 
en, he says, people often 
return to school to devel¬ 
op new skills. 

“Bad times can be busy 
times for us,” he said. 
“Perversely, as the econo¬ 
my falters and more peo¬ 
ple are either laid off or 
underemployed, we do no¬ 
tice that our business — 
and this is not a good way 
to put it because that’s not 
what we’re here for — 
goes up.” 

The flexibility of dis¬ 
tance education, be it on¬ 
line or by snail mail, is a 
major attraction for those 
who don’t have the time 


to sit in class, O’Brien 
says. Unemployed or un¬ 
deremployed mature stu¬ 
dents, possibly living in 
rural areas with little or 
no access to a post-sec¬ 
ondary institution or par¬ 
ents who must devote 
time to raising their kids, 
may find getting an educa¬ 
tion at their own pace a vi¬ 
able option. 


“What distance-learning 
students can also do is ap¬ 
ply their courses towards 
credit for already existing 
courses at universities 
across the country,” 
O’Brien adds. 

The current financial 
downturn may increase 
enrolment numbers the 
longer it lasts. The Sloan 
Consortium, an online 


tracker of learning trends 
in the U.S., conducted a 
survey that found some 
3.94 million students en¬ 
rolled in at least one on¬ 
line course in the fall of 
2007 in that country, an 
increase of 12.9 per cent 
from the previous year. 
According to most respon¬ 
dents in the survey, wors¬ 
ening employment oppor¬ 


tunities contributed to the 
growth. 

In Athabasca’s case, grad¬ 
uate registration rates rose 
by 5.6 per cent between the 
2003-04 school year and 
2007-08. O’Brien notes this 
is a double-edged sword: 
Revenue increases for 
schools offering distance¬ 
learning programs, but so 
do the costs of operating 


them and adapting them to 
a changing economy. 

As classes grow — espe¬ 
cially in open-university 
courses that require no pre¬ 
vious requirements — 
more resources are needed 
to handle the volume of 
students. 

“We don’t want to see 
the economy tank,” he 
added.

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Opening eyes to the Arctic

Southerners tend to treat 
the north as a giant freez¬ 
er where we keep our nat¬ 
ural resources, but it’s a vi¬ 
brant, beautiful and 
culturally fascinating 
region, says Dr. Trudy 
Sable of Saint Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity in Halifax. 

Sable teaches The Arctic 
Culture Area, an online 
course offered in co-opera¬ 
tion with the virtual Uni¬ 


versity of the Arctic. It 
joins English-speaking stu¬ 
dents from Canada, Alaska, 
Norway, Greenland, Russia 
and other Arctic regions. 

“The idea is to familiar¬ 
ize students with the vari¬ 
ous circumpolar cultures, 
as well as the environment 
in which they live and the 
challenges of who they are 
throughout the world,” 
Sable says. “You’ve got dif¬ 
ferent government struc¬ 
tures, cultural influences, 
and there are also shared 
environmental factors, 


from the tundra way up to 
the barren grounds.” 

The resource-rich north 
has been in the news lately 
as an area of polarizing 
tensions between nations. 
Many occupants of the 
north, like Laplanders and 
the Inuit, have traditional 
homelands stretching be¬ 
yond modern national 
boundaries. “If you look at 
it from prehistoric to his¬ 
toric times, you have to 
look at all those border is¬ 
sues that have grown up,” 
Sable says. “Most of the 


curriculum up in the north 
is southern, so this is a 
great way to transcend 
those barriers. I do a lot of 
work with the Innu First 
Nations in Labrador, and so 
I’m really aware of the 
huge amount of activity, 
from mining to develop¬ 
ment to forestry and so on. 

“It’s phenomenally beau¬ 
tiful,” she says of the 
north. “You’ve got this 
tremendous, fragile eco¬ 
logical system that really 
needs to be protected. Of 
course, everybody’s look¬ 


ing to it for gas and natural 
resources now, and that’s 
scary.” 

Plans are currently afoot 
to create a northern uni¬ 
versity in Canada, as it is 
the only Arctic country 


without one. 

“It really is eye-opening 
to realize it’s not this big 
blank space up there,” 
Sable laughs. “It’s amazing 
how much takes place up 
there.” 


Practical education for creative types looking to make a living

When Holly DeWolf gradu¬ 
ated from arts college, she 
“fell right on her face.” The 
Halifax woman’s very ex¬ 
pensive education devel¬ 
oped her art, but not her 
business skills. That’s why 
she’s leading a course 
called the Business Side of 
Creativity at the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Community College. 

“The business aspect (of 
art) is often left out,” the 


professional illustrator 
says. “Students leave and 
they’re shaking their 
heads, wondering what 
they’re supposed to be do¬ 
ing.” 

The continuing-educa¬ 
tion course teaches cre¬ 
ative types how to pro¬ 
mote and market them¬ 
selves and how to work at 
home. 

“It’s a lot of juggling, es¬ 
pecially if you have chil¬ 
dren,” DeWolf says. On 
cue, her two-year-old pipes 
up in the background. 


The class is divided into 
sections that cover the ba¬ 
sics, like your elevator 
pitch to prospective 
clients. If you’re serious 
about making a living 
from your creative work, 
you’ve got to act like a 
businessperson. 

“If you’re not in the busi¬ 
ness mode of thinking, 
you’re going to be dead in 
the water,” DeWolf says. 

“I’ve lived it, and made 
lots of mistakes,” she 
adds, laughing. 

The class teaches cre¬ 


ative types (artists, design¬ 
ers, illustrators, photogra¬ 
phers and writers) how to 
learn their market value 
and how to get it; how to 
find and make niches for 
their work. 

People idealize working 
from home, and DeWolf 
squashes that. “We think 
of our house as our person¬ 
al space; when you bring 
an office into the house, it 
can turn it upside down.” 

The course shows how to 
organize your space so 
work is work and home is 


home. Hot tip: Keep the TV 
out of your office to avoid 
the temptations of after¬ 
noon cartoons. 

“But because we’re cre¬ 
ative, we get to twist it up 
a bit,” she says. You can use 
your creativity in design¬ 
ing business cards and let¬ 
terheads, which can be fun 
for you and a great ad for 
your work. “You’re cre¬ 
ative: Roll with it, but also 
be a business.”

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Spreading tooth decay 

Parents should be wary of bacteria in their mouths 



Mothers can transmit germs that could lead to tooth decay 
by licking a spoon and then using it to feed her baby.

You may not realize it, 
but your mouth contains 
bacteria that can spread 
to your children and 
harm their teeth. 

That is one of the mes¬ 
sages in a new campaign 
recently launched by the 
Ontario Dental Associa¬ 
tion. 

“Only nine per cent of 
the public realizes that 
tooth decay is an infec¬ 
tious illness,” says Dr. Ian 
McConnachie, past-presi¬ 
dent of the Ontario Dental 
Association and a pediatric 
dentist in Nepean, Ont. 
“They don’t realize it can 
spread from person to per¬ 
son or within the mouth.” 

Tooth decay is caused by 
bacteria. These germs 
don’t exist in babies’ 
mouths when they are 
born, but can be transmit¬ 
ted to them, “usually from 
mom,” says Dr. Mc¬ 
Connachie. For instance, 
before putting the soother 
in her baby’s mouth, the 
mom licks it. Or she licks a 
spoon and then uses it to 


feed the baby. Once in the 
baby’s mouth, the bacteria 
grow and eventually cause 
tooth decay. 

“We are seeing tooth de¬ 
cay in children rising at a 
rapid rate,” says Mc¬ 
Connachie. Over the last 
25 years, rates of tooth de¬ 


cay in North America had 
been declining, but in the 
last five to 10 years, they 
have started to creep back 
up, he says. In some re¬ 
gions, more than half of 
kids have cavities by the 
age of five. 

To prevent tooth decay, 


Tips for parents 

There are some measures 
parents should take to 
avoid tooth decay in chil¬ 
dren: 

• If your baby sleeps with a 
sippy cup, fill it only with 
water. 

• Look at your child's teeth. 
Watch for lines, spots or 
changes in colour, which 
could be signs of decay. 

• Change your child’s tooth¬ 
brush every one to three 
months or after an illness. 

• Do not share spoons, 
cups, food, toothbrushes. 

• Do not lick your baby’s 
soother. 

• Help your child brush 
his/her teeth.

ing a dentist regularly be¬ 
fore their first birthday, ac¬ 
cording to the ODA. Den¬ 
tal-health programs pro¬ 
vided by the government 
should target preschool 
kids, says McConnachie, 
instead of waiting until 
children already have 
tooth problems.

Woman in red 

U.S. political shift has Ani DiFranco smiling 


Red Letter Year is the latest CD from Grammy-winner Ani DiFranco.

For Ani DiFranco — and as 
she describes it, much of 
New Orleans — it’s been a 
Red Letter Year. 

DiFranco, who’s just re¬ 
leased an album of that 
name and moved to the 
Big Easy, described neigh¬ 
bours congregating on 
streets and popping cham¬ 
pagne bottles after the re¬ 
cent presidential election. 

“There’s this incredible 
feeling, people are so full of 
joy and hope ... I tear up 
when I think about it,” said 
DiFranco.” 

The political situation is 
just one reason the eclectic 
punlc-follc artist is grin¬ 
ning. She’s now a mother, 


with little Petah Lucia serv¬ 
ing as a muse. Her partner 
and co-producer Mike 
Napolitano adds new lay¬ 
ers to her poetic lyrics and 
rhythmic compositions, 
bringing in instruments 
like a vibraphone and 
marimba, and committing 
what DiFranco jokingly 
calls the “blasphemy of 
blasphemies” — muting 
the guitar on beat-heavy 
tracks like Smiling Under. 

While DiFranco is no 
stranger to creative con¬ 
flict — an esthetic reflect¬ 
ed in her resolutely DIY 
ethos, her trademark slap- 
strum guitar and her will¬ 
ingness to self-reflexively 
tackle political issues in 
her lyrics — this year finds 
her a lot more chilled-out. 
From the mellow dedica¬ 


tion to her daughter Pres¬ 
ent/Infant to the raucous, 
horn-heavy closer Red Let¬ 
ter Year Reprise, DiFranco 
sounds happy. Could be 
the gumbo: She described 
New Orleans as vibrantly 
alive, despite ongoing lack¬ 
adaisical government re¬ 
sponse to the devastation 
of Hurricane Katrina. 

“A lot of people are re¬ 
building by pulling them¬ 
selves up with their own 
bootstraps, and in a lot of 
areas of town — the most 
devastated areas — noth¬ 
ing has improved.” 

That said, DiFranco re¬ 
mains an optimistic ac¬ 
tivist, and not just politi¬ 
cally. New distribution 
tools like the Internet help 
independent musicians, 
but accompany an explo¬ 


sion of touring bands that 
can no longer rely on 
record sales, leading to 
more competition for ven¬ 
ue space. But the self-de¬ 
scribed tour warrior wel¬ 
comes the challenge — 
and the chance to continue 
building community 


through music. 

“There’s nothing that ap¬ 
proximates the experience 
of having hope and getting 
together with people and 
experiencing each other — 
hearing live music for real. 
That’s how I built my ca¬ 
reer.” 


Fielder-Civil 
loses appeal

DON’T SHOOT THE MES¬ 
SENGER: Yesterday’s col¬ 
umn on CTV’s recent woes 
ended up feeling like an ar¬ 
gument at a dinner party, 
right down to the hurt feel¬ 
ings and regrets, and the 
half-hearted apology the 
next day after the wine 
hangover wore off. 

An e-mail from the net¬ 
work is prompting the lat¬ 
ter though, like the dinner 
party fracas, it probably 
won’t satisfy everyone. 

Susanne Boyce is CTV’s 
president, creative, con¬ 
tent and channels; 
Suzanne Boyd is the one¬ 
time editor of Flare, the 
fashion magazine. Writing 
in haste made me confuse 
one with the other, which 
gives you some idea of the 


mnemonic wasteland that 
too many years in the me¬ 
dia can leave in their wake 
— mea culpa. 

And the reason that 
three recently cancelled 
ABC shows (Eli Stone, 
Pushing Daisies, Dirty Sexy 
Money) don’t show up on 
CTV’s website is because 
they were on A Channel, 
the network’s kid sister 
channel in the CTVglobe- 
media family tree. 

The e-mail pointed out 
that CTV’s main competi¬ 
tion, Global, has been suf¬ 
fering more from can¬ 
celled U.S. series (My Own 
Worst Enemy, The Ex List) 
and underperforming one¬ 
time hits (Heroes, Prison 
Break). Which is true, but 
it doesn’t diminish the un¬ 
deniable fact that network 
prime time is experiencing 
an annus horribilus, just 
after a couple of consecu¬ 
tive annus bringdowns, 
and as a prelude to what 
looks like an annus crap- 
tacular. 

CTV still retains its No. 1 
status, but as a recent Vari¬ 


ety article pointed out, to¬ 
tal viewership in Canada is 
down, and the network is 
sharing the 18-to-24 demo¬ 
graphic neatly with Global, 
the competition, which 
still has House and Sur¬ 
vivor. 

CTV will probably keep 
the upper hand thanks to 
So You Think You Can 
Dance and Canadian Idol in 
its U.S. and Canadian itera¬ 
tions, but this is the only 
sort of TV where you can 
rely on strong, easily meas¬ 
urable morning-after rat¬ 
ings: Shows that play 
“live,” instead of encourag¬ 
ing difricult-to-measure de¬ 
layed DVR viewing or 
streaming views on net¬ 
work websites. 

Another recent Variety 
article paints an even 
bleaker picture, compar¬ 
ing the networks to the Big 
Three auto manufacturers, 
finally reaping the whirl¬ 
wind of a downturn every¬ 
one saw coming.

Hancock 

Director: Peter Burg 
Rating: PG -13 


ROUSED from his alco¬ 
holic stupor to stop a 
high-speed chase on a Los 
Angeles freeway, grumpy 
superhero John Hancock 
(Will Smith) causes nearly 
$10 million in property 
damage. The city’s grati¬ 
tude is muted by com¬ 
plaints that his cure for 
crime could push L.A. into 
penury. Thanks for noth¬ 
ing, man! 

All of which makes Han¬ 
cock one of the most real¬ 
istic and stimulating su¬ 
perhero movies in a long 
while, until it slams into a 
brick wall about an hour 
into its 92-minute run. 

Hancock, who is like Su¬ 
perman with bad man¬ 
ners and a major attitude, 
isn’t the least bit contrite 
or polite. But things 
change after Hancock 
saves public relations im¬ 
age-maker Ray Embrey 


(Jason Bateman) from a 
fatal collision with a 
train. Ray sees Hancock as 
a rough gem in need of 
some polishing, which he 
intends to provide. 

Hancock is still worth 
seeing, if only for a 
glimpse of what might 
have been a truly innova¬ 
tive idea. As it is, the 
movie is as rough around 
the edges as Will Smith’s 
ham-fisted hero. 

Available in various dig¬ 
ital denominations, with 
extras that include an ex¬ 
tended director’s cut, and 
behind-the-scenes looks at 
the stuntworlc and CGI 
wizardry. 

Fred Clause 

Director: David Dobkin 
Rating: PG 

“YOU can’t a-fool a-me!” 
Chico Marx once told 
brother Groucho, comical¬ 
ly and contractually speak¬ 
ing. “There ain’t no sanity 
clause!” 

Yes, but sadly there is 
Fred Claus, a holiday 
movie letdown similarly 
lacking in logic. It sense¬ 
lessly dims an idea that 
should shine as brightly as 
Rudolph’s nose. 

It’s the high-concept 
joke about what might 
happen if Santa Claus (Paul 
Giamatti) had a trouble¬ 
some older brother named 
Fred (Vince Vaughn) who 


resented his younger sib¬ 
ling’s success, happiness 
and maternal devotion. 

Vaughn immediately 
demonstrates why he’s all 
wrong for a role in a movie 
aimed at kids. Working as 
a Chicago repo man, repos¬ 
sessing a young girl’s TV 
set, he launches into a 
machine-gun volley of 
verbiage. Kevin Spacey 
also chews the pine 
cones in his villainous 
role. 

Then there’s the ham- 
fisted direction of David 
Dobkin (Wedding Crash¬ 
ers) and knuckle-dragging 
humour of screenwriter 
Dan Fogelman (Cars). Far 
from being a new Christ¬ 
mas classic, this is a tale 
you’ll never want to hear 
told again.

Mushroom-Walnut 

Sauce 

CAKE INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup (125 mL) uncooked 
long-grain rice 

1/4 cup (50 mL) finely chopped 
yellow onion 

1/4 cup (50 mL) finely chopped 
green, red or yellow pepper 
1/4 cup (50 mL) seasons fine 
dry bread crumbs 

1 large egg, lightly beaten 
1/8 tsp (0.5 mL) ground 
cayenne pepper 

2 tbsp (25 mL) vegetable oil 
SAUCE: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) butter or 
margarine 

1 cup (250 mL) sliced fresh 
mushrooms 

1/4 cup (50 mL) finely sliced 
scallions with tops 

2 tbsp (25 mL) all-purpose flour 
1/4 tsp (1 mL) salt 

1/8 tsp (0.5 mL) black pepper 
1 cup (250 mL) low-sodium 
beef broth 

1/4 cup (50 mL) chopped wal¬ 
nuts, toasted 

METHOD: 

1 . For rice cakes, in a medium¬ 


sized pot, cook rice according 
to package directions, 
omitting butter.
